Berkner’s dream came into reality in the year 

of 1980, as the Rams triumphed to a 7-3 record, 
and tied for second place in district 13aaaaa. 

A shot at the district championship was 
crushed by a 54-10 loss to Plano, but this was 
the only defensive letdown of the season. The 
Rams were victorious in shutouts over Irving 
Nimitz, 44-0, J.J. Pearce, 37-0, and a season 
finale win over Richardson, 24-0. 

Leading the Rams on offense was senior Kevin 
Murphy, who rushed for 1,037 yards. Senior 
quarterback Grant O’Dea passed for 564 yards, 
and senior Brian Reese led the receivers with 22 
catches for 278 yards. 

Defensively, the Rams held their opponents to 
an average of only 146 yards rushing per game. 
Richard Armendariz led the tacklers with 51 
stops, and 42 assists.
